The case presents some puzzling as-

Physicians said today. that 
while the indications were plainly those 
of poison of some character, a post- mor- 
tem examination might be necessary to 
determine its character.

fflixup that is nearly hopeless. A man buying property does 
not want to wait two years before he can pay the taxes on 
it; nor does a rnan wish to pay taxes on property which, he 
has sold perhaps a year and a half before. 


Michigan, has recently adopted the New York plan of 


exempting mortgages and bonds from taxation. The wisdom 
of this may not be seen at first. Instead of a tax, bonds 
and mortgages are required to be recorded, and a stiff record- 
ing fee is exacted. It results in very little loss of revenue 
to°the state, and has the advantage of-lowering the interest 
rate to the borrower, for it has been found that these securi- 
ties carry about one per cent, less interest when they are 
exempt from taxation. 


And now they are talking of still another step in the state 


north of us. It is proposed to raise all taxes for state pur- 
poses from corporations. 
Although very simple, this would 


work a wonderful reform. 
Each county would then be in- 


dependent, and could assess its property high or low as it 
pleased. Just so much money must be raised for the purpose 
of government, and whether this money is raised by a high 
assessment and a low rate, or by a low assessment and a 
high rate, makes little difference" when the county is inde 
pendent. But in Indiana, where each county that makes a 
fair assessment is fined for its honesty, while those makta] 
low assessments reap an unfair benefit.

profit by the experience of her neighbors.

NEWSPAPERS IGNORE LAW. 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 24.—One feature 


of the Beattie execution that aroused 
a great deal of interest and speculation 
was the. attitude to be assumed toward 
it by the Virginia newspapers; which 
arc forbidden by a state statute to print 
the details of an electrocution. 
As a 


part of the law which substituted the 
electric chair for the hangman's noose, 
Ihe Virginia 
legislature wrote this 


paragraph into the statute: 


"Xo newspaper or person shall prinl 


or publish the details of the execution 
of criminals under this act.. Only the 
fact that the criminal was execute 
shall be printed or published." 


The legislature, however, failed 
to 


provide a penalty for a violation of the 
section.

arp injured, against the company, for 
the reason that it cannot be shown that 
the railroads wen-, at fault.

dence very often is destroved by the dis- 
aster.'' 


.It was this slaughter of railroad em- 


ployes and of their lamentable failure 
when they sought redress in the courts 
that prompted congress to sect means of 
relief.- A law was passed creating the 
employers' liability and workmen's eom-

pensation commission. The members are 
Senator George Sutherland, 
chairman; 


Senator George E. Chamberlain, Repre- 
sentatives William G. Brantley and Reu- 
ben 0.

railways in China are common, actual 
development' is proceeding slowly. New 
plans are carried out with difficulty, .mod- 
ified, or. abandoned. For this there are 
several causes,.most of which appear 
reducible to one or two circumstances— 
either the people are .-unwilling that 
other nations should furnish the money 
to build the roads, and have not the 
[money themselves, or, if willing to bor-

Tie failed 
to find enough evidence of the truth of 
the reports to justify further research. 


Baker and Lowder went into the rough
